Atomic Flier 


With atomic submarines a reality and an 
atomic-powered aircraft carrier soon to go 
on the drafting boards the word is quietly 
circulating around Washington that the 
greatest challenge of all, an atomic air­ 
plane is just about licked. 
The greatest obstacle to nuclear-powered 
av iation has alway s been how tc get the 
enormously heav y reactors off the ground. 
Conserv ativ e estimates at one time were 
that such a craft would hav e to weigh from 
500,000 to 1,000,000 pounds in order to al­ 
low for the lead shield protecting crew and 
cargo from lethial radiation. 
But all this now is apparently in the past. 
Scientists are said to hav e ev olv ed a sweep­ 
ing improv ement which by staggering the 
placement of the shields will lessen the 
total required weight. 
This being so, the nex t challenge would 
be to mov e into the dev olopment stage. 
Working out an atomic plane will take 
tremendous sums of money . All ev idence 
suggests that if any one is to take an atomic 
flier, it will be the U. S.
